White House, Wash­ 
ington, Aug. 7.— Washington awoke 
today to one of the saddest dawns 
in the history 
of 
the Republic— 
dawn of the day that will see the 
mortal shell of President Warren Q, 
Harding borne through the streets 
to the White House in preparation 
for his state funeral tomorrow. 


The 
nation’s 
capitol 
made 
final preparations today for receiv­ 
ing the body of the late president. 
V> the hour slipped by, business was 
shut down, offices closed and 
the 
city gave itself over to mourning. 


Bulletins from the slowly creeping 
train which i- bearing 
the 
funeral 
party toward Washington indicated 
that the body would not reach here 
until late tonight, forcing some slight 
revision in the original plans. 


The military escort wthMi 
came 
over from Ft. Myer to accompany 
the casket 
in 
reverent 
procession 
from the station to the White House, 
was notified that they would not be 
neded until tonight. 
The special train which has blaz­ 
ed a trail of sorrow across the con­ 
tinent, bringing the honored remains 
from San Francisco, was reported 
hours late, so it will not arrive un­ 
til 
evening. 
Nevertheless, 
crowds 
started gathering early around the 
Union Station plaza. 
The atmos­ 
phere was thick and oppressive after 
a week of intense heat. 
Down the wide and silent streets, 
stores 
were draped 
in 
mourning. 
Many business houses were 
closed. 
The 
national government 
is at a 
standstill. 
In the heat of the humid day, one 
hundred and fifty cavalrymen clat­ 
tered over the bridge 
from

Myer into eorgetown. 
The hoofs 
of the horses beat a dirge upon the 
street. Behind a half dozen artillery 
wagons rumbled over

stones, 
jerking and swaying. 
Square chin­ 
ned soldiers sat like waxen figures 
upon the boxes.

early today, when

imagination. 


Bloodhounds which were brought 
here from Bedford, Ind., 
arrived 
about six o’clock this morning, and 
several attempts were made to have 
them pick up a trail, hut no success 
was made, and the owners took them 
hack home. 


Excitement ran at high pitch last 
evening when word was broadcasted 
throughout the county that two col­ 
ored men had made an assault on 
the young woman, and at ten o’clock 
last (night a crowd of 500 men had 
gathered, with revolvers and guns, 
and kept watch all night for the two 
suspects. 


The girl was uninjured and showed 
no signs of being abused, and related 
the alleged 
circumstances 
several 
times last night, appearing not to he 
extremely nervous. This morning at 
the residence, it was stated that she 
complained of her hack causing her 
pain, which she attributed to the fact 
that when she was thrown over a 
fence, she struck a rail or rock as 
she foil to the ground. 


Her mother stated that ¡her hack 
did ¡not show signs of a bruise this 
morning, and that there were no red 
spots or other marks that

the people differ very materially from 
those of this and other countries. 


Habousb said that he lyas amazed 


at the speech of Americans when he 
first came here and that he thought, 
they were crazy, but having become 
accustomed to life here the cus- 
toms were .very much a part of him.' 


The speaker devoted the great- 


er part of his lecture to a 'descrip- 
tion of herding sheep in Palestine, 
raising sheep being the principal 
occupation of the people. He said 
the sheep in his flock were all named 
and that though they all looked alike 
they were very different in temper- 
ament and /disposition, which fact 
lie knew by constant" association 
with them. He recalled that there 
was but one door to the fold and 
that the shepherd slept there, so 
that no sleep could leave or enter 
without his- knowledge. 
This ^was 


what Jesus 
alluded to, 
Haboush 


pointed out. when he said that there 
was only one way to- the fold and 
that was through the door. 


Haboush described his -first 
ex- 


perience with his flock, how 
the 


sheep were 
uncertain 
about him, 


whether he was strong enough 
to 


oare for them. 


In a very graphic way, Haboush 


explained the 23 Psalm, taking it 
up paragraph by paragraph. 
The 


"still waters," he said, were obtain- 
ed by the shepherds by 
digging 


trenches out -from the banks of the 
river Jordan to provide'a safe place 
for their sheep to drink, because 
the current in the Jordan is very 
swift. 


The wells in Palestine are dry, 


lie said because there is no rain for 
nine months in the year. "Our clim- 
ate is the same as California's," the 
speaker declared, "but we don?t ad- 
vertise it." 


Hjibousli explained the duty of 


the shepherd in /protecting his flock 
by killing serpants and wild aniv 
mals, which accounts for the shep- 
herd leading 
his sheep. He- ex- 


plained the use of tlie rod.and staff 
by the shepherd, also? and during 
his discourse enunciated the theory 
that ''Monkey is the 
outcome of 


man and hot jnan the outcome of 
monkey," while describing the feeling 
of a shepherd alone under the can- 
opy of heaven, and taking exception 
to the belief of scientists that stars 
are flakes,of dust. 


Mrs. Anna Dickie Olson of Min- 


nesota, who was defeated for the 
United States 
senate 
last 
fall, 


touched on many publics questions in 
her address 5f over an flour's dura- 
tion at the chautauqua Monday af- 
ternoon, asserting that peace 
will 


come because the women of 
the 


world will decide the issue with the 
ballot. 


I Mrs. Olson said that the farmer, 
the foundation of prosperity, was in 
the plight that he finds himseK be- 
cause he had .failed to 
co-operate, 


whereas lie buys all that he has to 
hayei oij a •co-operative market. 


Sirs. Olson, said that manufacture 


ers were able to keep up the price of 
their product regardless of the laws 
of supply and demand, due to their 
working together, and nojy the farm- 
er was in a position where he had to 
call on the president to call a .-Spe- 
cial session of congress to fix the 
price of wheat because lie did not 
co-operate in the sale of his pro- 
duets. 


The speaker asserted that Europe 


was not trading with America 
as 


much as before the war, and in view 
of the fact that America can not 
consume all that she produces, 
the 


situation that now confronts the far- 
mers of the nation is a simple pro- 
blem in ecchomics. 


Mrs. Olson said that the democratic 


party was a minority party in Min- 
nesota and that she Irad 'no hope of 
being elected when she was nominat- 
ed for the office of United 
States 


senator, but she accepted the nomi- 
nation just to show that a woman 
had the right to and could run for 
the senate. 
She predicted 
there 


would be ten women in the United 
States senate within ten years. 


Mrs. Olson declared that civiliza- 


tion can ijot stand the strain of an- 
other war and voiced the conviction 
that there will not be.another w:ar 
because the womanhood of the'world 
will not permit it. 


"They said that women would nev- 


er have the right to vote,, but they 
do," she said in closing. "They said 
that we would never have prohibition 
but we have It. They said we would 
never have airplanes, but we have,' 
and now they' say that we cam not

House—the same station at whieh 
Warren G.' Harding arrived in Wash- 
ington as a senator, then as presi- 
dent now is death. The troopers will 
meet v him and carry him in solemn 
procession down Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue to his official home, the White 
House, there to lie in 
the candle 


light of the old East Room. 


Calvin Coolidge, the new chief ex- 


ecutive "stirred early in his suite in 
the improvised White House on the 
third floor of the Willard Hotel. TJ^ 


rs were ready to take him to the 


station, there to meet Mrs. Harding, 
widow of his chief, to escort her 
back to the ^yhite House; there to 
see the flag draped casket which 
holds the mortal symbol of the pres- 
ident arid'friend. 


Supreme1 Court jurists, 
cabinet 


members, Senators and higlroffic5\5 
of state—-many of them selected by 
Mr. Harding and all of them his 
friends—clothed themselves in dip- 
lomatic mourning clothes. 


This afternoon, they will ride in 


big black limousines down to the 
Station. 
The business of 
govern- 


ment is d.one for three days and a 
half at noon. The official building 
closed their rooms. In the capitol 
building men hurried' about making 
ready flie: rotunda for funeral ser- 
vices' tomorrow.

that it took the train 'three hours to 
get through the city.

and thousands of children stood all

so patiently" and to avoid injuring 
any one.
